WASHINGTON D.C. - 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
(R.-18th Dist.) has filed 
legislation requiring the 
President to issue an annual 
catalogue of federal grant 
programs and update it monthly. 
The President would also be 
expected to report to Congress 
each year on his progress in 
unifying the numerous federal 
aid programs. 

‘Mathias said, ““There are more 
than a thousand federal 
assistance programs in existence 
today and nowhere are they all 
listed in one place. In many 
cases there are several programs 
administered by different 
departments with the same 
objective.” 

Local officials seeking federal 
aid have no source of 
information about the whole 
range of programs available. And 
a directory that helps local 
officials to find programs will 
also help Congress to be sure 
that new legislative proposals 
don’t duplicate existing 
programs.”’ 

The Program Information of 
1968 emerged from a lengthy 
study conducted by 
Congressman William V. Roth 
(R.-Del.). Roth’s study shows 
that even the Administration has 
no clear idea of how many 
programs exist or what they are 
supposed to do. Mathias is one 
of a number of Congressmen 
from both sides of the aisle who 
have joined Roth in sponsoring 
legislation to remedy the 
situation.

In so far as Porterville city council members are concerned 
regarding their grab at public funds through voting themselves a $50 
a month expense account ($100 for the mayor) without verification 
of expenditures in relation to their business as councilmen, we will 
be so bold as to suggest that they might well do one of two things: 

1. Rescind the action, admitting that maybe they were somewhat

ing to do it, and that’s that. 

Oat councilmen have chosen a third course, the issuing of several 
hundred words of attempted justification, missing the main points of 
contention and throwing in other points that have no bearing on the 
situation. : 

This is what they said in their official statement, read by the 
mayor, at an adjourned mecting last Friday: } 

“In recent weeks the editorial policy of the local newspaper press 
has been highly critical and in some cases sarcastic and vituperative 
regarding the recent adoption by the city council of a new expense 
reimbursement policy. : ‘ 

“Since the members of the council have received virtually no 
criticism or even comment from the public during this period, since 
prior city councils have operated under expense reimbursement 
policy bearing some important similarity to that which has recently 
become the subject of editorial comment, and since no member of 
the press was present at the open, public meeting at which said new 
policy was adopted, the city council feels that a public statement 
clarifying this issue should be made. 

“First, it is well established by the California courts that the 
procedure adopted is legally proper, and therefore is not in conflict 
with any provision of the city charter or the general laws of the 
State of California. 

“Secondly, the new policy was adopted at a duly called, open, 
public meeting of the city council, although no representative of said 
press were present to observe and hear the deliberations of the 
council in connection with these actions. 

“Thirdly, the findings made in the resolutions which established 
the new policy clearly state that the amounts established for 
reimbursement are to be in direct relationship to actual expenditures 
incurred on city business. 

“Fourthly, the city council recognizes that a city councilman, 
actively and adequately attempting to fulfill his community 
leadership and legislative responsibilities, cannot be adequately 
compensated for his time - nor should he be. The biggest part of a 
councilman’s motivation to serve has been and should continue to be 
based on his sense of civic duty. However, the city council also feels 
that the taxpayers and citizens of this city do want their elected 
representative to be appropriately reimbursed for reasonable 
expenses incurred as a result of city business. 

“Next, the discussion at the time these actions were taken 
indicated that future City Councils would receive the greatest 
benefit from the new policy, since the present city council has less 
than one year to serve. 

“Lastly, this city council makes every effort to serve this 
community in accordance with the desires of its citizenry. This city 
council is entirely willing to revise these actions if the citizens inciate 
that this would be their preference.” 

Now that we have that mess of words, we await with eager 
anticipation their statement justifying cutting themselves into the 
new city employees’ health plan.

Junior College District Board of 
Trustees has adopted a 
publication budget for 68-69 of 
$6,948,002, nearly a million of 
which is earmarked for 
Porterville college operation. 


Barring unforeseen 
circumstances the budget will 
allow the district to maintain the 
present .43 tax rate. Final 
hearing is scheduled for August 
7 


In other board action directly 
related to Porterville college, 
President O. H. Shires was 
directed to proceed with further 
negotiations and arrive at a 
definite agreement to purchase 
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15 acres adjacent to the campus 
to accommodate current 
expansion plans. 

In recent appraisals, the fair 
market value, as of June 20, was 
established as $13,000 on 
approximately one acre 
belonging to Paul J. Stephens 
that lies just east of the college.

Record $1,796,991 Is Paid Out 


In Social Security Benefits To 


VISALIA A record 
$1,796,991 was paid out in 
social security cash benefits to 
23,926 residents of Tulare 
county in February, according 
to Donald Chapin, Visalia Social 
Security District manager. 

“February 1968 was the first 
month in which increased 
benefit rates provided by the 
1967 Amendments to the Social 
Security act were payable,” 
Chapin noted. 

About 17,000 of the county 
residents receiving benefits at 
the end of February were 62 or 
older. An additional 3,070 were 
disabled workers under 62 and 
their young dependents. 

About 3,400 Tulare county 
social security beneficiaries were 
young widowed mothers and 
their children, the district 
manager said. 

Many younger people also 
receive benefits due to disability. 
More than $203,000is being paid 
in Tulare each month to disabled 
workers and their dependents. 

“Most of the changes in the 
1967 social security 
amendments provided more 
protection for younger people,” 
Chapin noted. For _ instance, 
some 175,00 children, nation 
wide, are now eligible for 
benefits based upon the earnings 
of a mother who has died or is 
entitled to disability or 
retirement benefits. Previously, 
women needed to have worked 
for at least one and a-half of the

last three years. However, that 
requirement has been removed. 
Payments can now be made to 
the children of a woman worker 
who has died, become disabled, 
or retired if she has enough work 
credits - earned at any time - to 
be “fully insured.” 

Another change 
100,000: younger 
disabled workers and _ their 
dependents -_ eligible for 
benefits. The amount of social 
security work credits required 
for the payment of benefits to 
workers who become totally 
disabled before they reach 31 
years of age has been reduced 
substantially - for those below 
24 years of age, to as little as a 
year and a half of coverage. 

Some 65,000 widows, unable 
to work because of severe 
disability, were able to get 
monthly benefits as early as age 
50. Dependent disabled 
widowers also became eligible 
for payments, and in some cases, 
so did divorced wives of 
deceased workers.

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GUN CONTROL LEGISLATION WILL NOT 


REDUCE VIOLENCE IN THE COUNTRY 


SACRAMENTO - 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy 
“announced in Sacramento this 

week, “The people of Tulare and 

Kings counties apparently do 

not feel gun control legislation 

will reduce the present level of 
violence in this country.” 

The results of a district-wide 
survey dealing with gun control 
legislation, property tax relief 
and sex education indicated that 
24% of the people who 
responded felt gun _ control 
legislation will have little effect, 
48% felt it would only work a 
hardship on citizens who use 
guns for hunting and recreation 
purposes, and 28% felt it would 
have any effect in reducing the 
level of crime. 

The Hanford. solon stated 
that, “Before we enact any 
legislation - particularly in the 
present emotional atmoshpere - 
we should be sure that it will 
have the effect intended. Unless 
it can be demostrated to me that 
stricter gun controls will reduce 
crime, I will not vote for any 
legislation that works a hardship 
on the citizens.” 

Many of the people 
responding to the survey did 
express a desire to restrict mail 
order sales, tighter controls of 
concealable weapons, and a 

longer waiting period on gun 
purchases.

figures. Hired year ‘round 
workers now represent roughly 
44 per cent of the total 
California hired agricultural 
work force. 

The Department’s 1967 Farm 


Labor report makes this 
observation: 
‘*The continuing 


advancement in farm technology 
has made it essential to have a 
more experienced and skilled 
work force, thus encouraging 
farmers to make greater efforts . 
to retain such workers on a year 
’round basis” 

The increased size of farms, 
growing a greater diversity of 
crops, also makes it possible for 
employers to provide longer 
employment than the smaller 
units with one crop. 

The Farm Labor report also 
shows that only approximately 
12 per cent of California’s hired 
agricultural work force in 19677 
consisted of migrants, on a year 
’round average. 

The report 
breakdown: 

Farmers and family members, 
88,400 hired year ‘round, 
91,400; hired temporary local 
domestic workers; 87,900, hired 
temporary non-local (migrant) 
workers, 26,200, and contract 
foreign workers, 500.

Assessor Herman Matney says 
that he and his assessors disagree 
with values set by the state. He 
says they are too high in Tulare 
county and points out that state 
board values are based on 
samplings taken from the 1966 
property rolls. 


“Values have changed since 
then,” he says. 

Actually only two California 
counties - Nevada and Modoc, 
are listed by the state board at 
25 per cent of market value; 
average of all California counties 
is 22.7 per cent, which puts 
Tulare about the middle of the 
list, and actually slightly below 

average. Lowest county, 
Alameda, is listed at 21.9 per 
cent.
